BEER FLOWS IS 
BREWERY BURNS 
St. Louis, Mo., April 27.—The mam­ 
moth plant of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing association was visited by a 
fire of unknown source today and 
engulfed a total destruction amount­ 
ing to 17)30,000. For a time, the flames 
threatened to destroy the entire plant 
involving a loss of millions, but the 
heroic efforts of the lire fighters held 
the flames to the bottling department 
of the brewery company and greatly 
curtailed the loss. 
In addition to the buildings prop­ 
er, valuable paintings and furniture 
belonging to E. A. Faust, soninlaw 
of Adolphus Busch, which had been 
stored in one of the huge structures, 
were also destroyed. These valuables 
it is estimated, entailed a loss of 
$30,000. 
Five hundred thousand bottles of 
beer and millions of burning corks 
created a smoke of such inky den­

that

New- Orleans, 'La., April 26.—That 


the Southern planter faces a serious 


f problem in the matter of 
securing 
! desirable cotton seed for a second 


planting was the consensus of opin- 
ion among cotton men today. Reports 


( from Mississippi, Alabama and Georg- 
ia and other sections which felt the 
band of the cold wave would indicate 
that much difficulty was being met 
by those who were endeavoring to 
purchase seed of the better grades. 


As a shortage of seed was noted 


before the cold spell, the 
planters 


realized that after their cotton had 
been killed the matter of purchasing 
Seed was one that demanded immed- 
iate attention. One hundred and fifty 
dollars a ton seemed a fancy price to 
pay for good seed, hut already a good 
deal of seed has^ changed hands at 
this price. Much seed is being offered 
at ?40 to $50 a ton f. o. b. New Or- 
leans, Montgomery and other points, 
but the cheaper grades have been 
found so full of dirt, hulls and re- 
fuse that those who are in the mar- 
ket for seed are generally seeking 
a better quality. 


However, few cases of extortion 


have been reported, in spite of con- 
ditions. 
The oil mills and other con- 


cerns with a supply on hand are glad- 
ly offering to help out the planter at 
cost In what they consider a public 
calamity. Those who have high grades 
find that they can not part with the 
seed except at a high price. One man 
who had shipped two carloads of seed 
to Mexico announced today that he 
was 
contemplating bringing 
them 


back, but that the seed would have 
to be sold at $175 or $200 a ton to 
cover expenses This seed was origi- 
nally bought in the Carolinas and 
was of the best grade.
